Proper pruning is a definite aid in secur- 
ing large crops and to help you in this we send free planting and pruning instructions with 
all orders. These instructions are clearly illustrated and contain all essential information. 
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GRAPEVINES 


Varieties are listed in order of ripening—very early, early, mid-season, late and very late. 


The varieties which we especially recommend are marked with one to three stars. No varieties 


are starred unless they have proven their worth under varying conditions during several seasons. 


The ripening dates given represent an average in our own vineyards but they may vary in 
some seasons. Very early and early grapes will ripen almost anywhere but those listed as 
late and very late will not produce in short seasons. We recommend a selection of varieties 
so that fruit will be available over a period of weeks starting with the very early and 


extending as late as is practical. 


The more vigorous growing grapevines may be used advantageously on arbors and porches 


for shade as well as fruit. 


We recommend heavy, two-year vines for the home garden although the bearing-age vines 
which are offered in some varieties will bear a little sooner. The two-year vines will usually 
bear a small crop the first year after planting increasing yearly to abundant crops at five 


Or Six years. 
One-year vines are usually purchased by large scale commercial growers. 


Grapes do best in a sunny location. They will grow in shade but plenty of sun improves 


the quality of the fruit. 


Plants should be spaced six to eight 
feet apart. An excellent place to 
plant a home vineyard is along the 
garden fence or in several rows 
along a side of the garden. Grapes 
are very adaptable, growing in 


almost any soil that is not too wet. 


Commercial growers generally select 
a gentle slope free from low places 
where frosts are apt to occur in 
spring and fall. Steep slopes should 
be avoided because of the problem 
of soil erosion. Those contem- 
plating commercial vineyards are 
asked to write us concerning their

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PLANT VICTORY GARDENS 


In this period of National Emergency every family is faced with the question “How can we 
reduce living costs at a time when price rises occur almost daily?” Our answer to this 
problem coincides with that of the Garden Committee of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture in a release of November 5th 1941—“ Farmers, suburban dwellers, and others who have 
land available should devote part of this to growing fresh fruits for home use.” In doing 
this plenty of fresh fruit can be provided at a much lower cost than is possible when these 
commodities have to be purchased on a rising market. 


HOW TO PLAN YOUR FRUIT GARDENS 


The size of your garden and the varieties of fruits planted will depend, of course, on the 
amount of land available. We realize that many people have only small plots of ground. 
For these we recommend small fruits—grapes, berries, strawberries and currants. These 
small fruits require less space than fruit trees, yield a large quantity of fruit in a very short 
time after planting and are not only very tasty but have a wide range of uses. 


Where large gardens or plots of ground are available we recommend planting fruit trees 
along with the various small fruits. This list should consist of apples, pears, plums, peaches, 
cherries, etc. Your fruit garden should be planned so that the varieties planted yield a 
continuous supply of fruit throughout the summer and fall. 


In making up out special offers on the following pages we have given special attention to 
selecting the varieties that ripen in succession. We have also selected the varieties best 
adapted for home use. 


MINIMUM NUMBER OF PLANTS NEEDED FOR AN AVERAGE FAMILY 


Grapes: 12 vines for jelly, grape juice, fresh fruit. 

Raspberries: 40 to 75 plants, to supply fresh fruit, jellies, pies and canning.

PLANTING AND PRUNING 


The sixteen page booklet, “How to Plant,” is included with every order. This booklet is a 
valuable aid to gardeners because of its complete directions for correct planting and care. 


It covers preparation of the ground for planting, handling of stock on arrival, pruning before 
and after planting, proper spacing of trees and shrubs, trimming of hedges, care and _plant- 
ing of bulbs, tubers and perennials, hints on insect control and other helpful information. 


Special Planting and Pruning Instructions are included with all grapevines. These contain 
complete information. Beginning with the planting of the vines and continuing through to 
the care of mature vines, all important cultural procedures are explained and illustrated. 


PLANTING SEASONS 


We recommend both spring and fall planting. They are equally good. Fall planting should 
be done in November or early December. We cannot make fall shipments before November 
first. 


More planting is done in the spring, and for spring planting April and May are best in this 
part of New York. 


We recommend ordering in advance of planting dates—the earlier the better.

Along the garden edge of his driveway he has planted a row of two apricot and four peach 
trees with six or eight currant bushes in between. Along the back of the garden is a trellis of 
grapevines which not only furnish fruit but serve to conceal a vacant lot. In one corner is a 
big Northern Spy apple tree which is a mass of beautiful blossoms in the spring and heavy 
with delicious apples in the fall. 


Around the back of the house is a semi-circle of two Montmorency cherry trees, a Fellemburg 
prune, a pear tree, and a sweet cherry tree. All of these trees add to the attractiveness of 
this garden, blossoms in the spring and fruit in the fall. 


Along the borders of the vegetable garden and in the rock garden are set plants of Mastodon 
Everbearing strawberries. Their white flowers peeping through the green foliage and fol- 
lowed by excellent quality fruit are as easy to grow and to look at as any border plant. 


It is not necessary to have a large, formal orchard to enjoy the benefits of fruit trees.
